Before buying nursery stock you should 
consult with us, explaining the conditions, drainage, etc., in the spot 


where you intend to set out plants and trees. We can often save you 
a great deal which you might otherwise waste by experimenting with 
stock which you select at random. We also advise you what variety 
will best meet your needs. Don’t take chances. Be sure before you 
set out anything and avoid regrets later on.
